Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiners agreed with applicant that the bottom edges (60) of 
Fleming are not part of the vertical backplate (12) because the downwardly extending bottom edges are part of brace 
members (56,58) which are attached to the backplate but not integrally part of the backplate. The Examiner's agreed to 
withdraw the 35 USC 102 rejection of claim 1 where Fleming does not inlude the recited downwardly extending bottom 
edges and claim 1 of the instant application recites the downwardly extending bottom edges are part of a backplate 
formed from a continuous single piece of metal The Examiners have agreed to consider applicant's arguments against 
making the brace members, which have the downwardly extending bottom edges, integral with the vertical backplate. 

The Examiners also agreed the cover (10) of Poe does not cover the backplate as is required in the applicable claims 
of the instant applicantion. The Examiners have agreed to withdraw the applicable 35 USC 103 rejections which were 
based upon Poe.. 
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
